Mr. Henry Cabot Lodge, who 
eagerly seeks the job of put­ 
ting his shoulder to our consti­ 
tutional fifth wheel, the vice - 
presidency, is not celebrated in 
the land of knowledgeable for pro­ 
fundity. Yet it is he who has 
blurted out the lumpy, unpalatable 
truth — that "we are in for 25 
years of international tension.’* 
He might have stretched th e 
tim e-table 
even 
further. But, 
while the Back Bay pecking order 
may ordain that the Lodges and 
Cabots speak only to God, there 
is no evidence that God has even 
answered, so 25 years is a bold 
enough guess, even fora Brahmin 
devoid 
of 
doubts, without the 
double-check of a countdown from 
on high. 
Lodge is Dennis the Menace 
in this campaign. In his barging 
insouciance he fails to detect 
the raiment of naked em perors, 
and with this blunt prophecy he 
has cheerfully denied the im pli­ 
cation of nearly everything Nixon 
and Kennedy have been saying. 
They have been s u g g e s t i n g in 
their sales pitches that they keep 
rem edies just under the counter 
for all our ills, from Latin gun­ 
men and African tribalism to the 
Communist obsession with world 
revolution. Now Lodge has gaily 
announced that all that stuff under 
the counter is just palliatives, 
plasters and concoctions not yet 
approved by the A.M.A. 
Like 
most 
p r e s e n t 
day 
politicians 
with the noble ex­ 
ception 
of Stevenson, the two 
Presidential 
candidates 
have 
been pandering, in effect, to that 
deep glandular urge we all feel 
but all know to be false — the 
desire that history'come to a stop, 
at least for a breathing spell. 
The Communists not only know it 
will not stop but jam down the 
accelerator at every opportunity. 
Kennedy and Nixon know' it too 
but only Lodge proclaims it, in 
the tones of the instrument that 
both announces and penetrates 
fog. 
There are no “ solutions,” no 
magic formulae, American tradi­ 
tional belief to the c o n t r a r y . 
There are only palliatives, stop­ 
gap preventatives and new ex­ 
perim ents to be tried, for ours 
is the age of limited opportuni­ 
ties. That is why this campaign 
does not really represent a choice 
of ‘policies.” The totally honest 
voter has to admit to himself 
that he just doesn’t know whether 
getting rough with Castro will 
“ solve” that problem any better 
than adopting what the Bristish 
call “ m asterly inactivity” ; he 
doesn’t know whether giving up 
or 
defending 
those 
off-shore 
islands is the better way of avoid­ 
ing w'ar with China; he has not 
the 
faintest 
notion 
whether 
delivering 
a t o m i c 
arm s 
to 
Germany 
or withholding them 
gives 
the 
better prospect of 
quieting 
Russia 
in 
Europe, 
whether we should encourage De 
Gaulle to be tougher or m ore 
l e n i e n t wi t h t h e A l g e r i a n 
nationalists, 
whether tight or 
easy credit offers the better long­ 
term prospects for our economy. 
So only a realtive few will 
cast their vote on policy. More 
will vote on party and the vast 
majority will vote on personality. 
Woodrow Wilson once said that 
the national instinct is “ for uni­ 


fied action and it craves a single 
leader . 
. A President whom 
it trusts cannot only lead it, but 
form it to his own views ” This 
is still true, 50 years later. 
Even in our age of pulse-taking, 
endless committees and commis­ 
sions of e x p e r t s dedicated to 
“ finding the way,” we fall back 
on the simple, tribal instinct ot 
choosing a Man. 
In any case, the problems of 
America and the world are now 
so fluid and unpredictable that 
present “ policy positions” are 
almost meaningless. What counts 
are 
the 
intelligence, 
under­ 
standing, emotional balance, and, 
above all the strength and will 
of the human mortal we assign 
to the frightful task of trying the 
new experiments. Little wonder 
that in the television debates the 
country has been weighing tw o 
men, not two arguments. I have 
been trying to do the same, re ­ 
assembling my own im pressions 
of Nixon and Kennedy over the 
years. They are these, in part: 
Both men have been de ply, 
single-mindedly d e d i c a t e d to 
self-education in public affairs. 
Both 
are work horses; either 
would accomplish in a day three 
times what E i s e n h o w e r ac­ 
complishes. 
Kennedy has a wider liberal 
education, 
though he is by no 
means the literary scholar his 
handy 
q u o t a t i o n s 
from the 
classics would suggest. Kennedy 
is liberal by conviction; Nixon is 
liberal through political pram a- 
tism 
and 
has no systematic, 
philosophical base to his thinking. 
Nixon assumes rn i ddl e-class 
mores and values to be the normal 
life — he has never known any 
other; Kennedy is fundamentally 
indifferent to them. Neither is a 
religious man (as Eisenhower is 
not), all the public posturing to 
the contrary. 
Nixon's 
self-confidence 
is 
somewhat f e b r i l e ; Kennedy’s 
goes to the roots of his being. 
I would say that he is the ’’whole 
man,” save that in his absolute 
lack of fear, self-doubts or awe 
of the presidency there is some­ 
thing disturbing, as with those 
medal-winning infantrymen in the 
war whom 
psychiatrists con­ 
cluded 
lacked some chord or 
nerve cell normal to men. By 
the same token, Kennedy is de­ 
void of self-pity, while Nixon can 
indulge in it. 
In the sense that their ambi­ 
tions rule their lives and the lives 
of their intimates, both men are 
intensely self-centered. Nixon is 
sensitive to the hurts suffered by 
himself; 
Kennedy is sensitive 
neither to his own hurts nor to 
those 
suffered 
by others. As 
P r e s i d e n t , Nixon would a ct a 
great deal of the tim e with an 
eye to the votes for his re ­ 
election. 
K e n n e d y ’ s supreme 
confidence would make him less 
cautious and calculating in this 
respect. 
I am not at all sure that Ken­ 
nedy is a more intelligent or 
conscientious man than Nixon. 
What I feel quite sure of is that 
he is a stronger man, the kind 
of human creature who can make 
a fateful decision and,like Harry 
Truman, sleep soundly in bed.

will not be as effective as what 
we anticipate on a local level 
in the days that follow. 
It will not surprise us if there 
will be ministers taking an ac­ 
tive political stand from the pul­ 
pits. 
We are certain that there 
will be congregations who will 
be contacted in some way by their 
pastors in an effort to sway the 
voting on a religious basis. 
Those south of the Mason- 
Dixion line have no monopoly on 
prejudice. It is rife in the North 
and will be evident even in our 
peaceful little county in the re­ 
maining monents of the campaign. 
Perhaps it is too bad that re­ 
ligion has been left out of the 
campaign as a subject to be openly 
discussed. 
Much enlightenment 
might have resulted. 
Too often 
it seems we duck behind the 
admonition, ‘‘Never argue about 
religion.*’ 
Perhaps you should not argue 
heatedly about it, but why should 
anyone of real faith fear an 
open-minded discussion? 
How 
will we ever learn to know our 
neighbor and to understand him 
if we do not go the big step 
beyond toleration? 
It is not enough to tolerate 
people. 
Toleration too often 
represents a complete lack of 
understanding 
concerning the 
faith which in most cases serves 
as th e fundamental marrow of 
our neighbor’s character. 
There have been frighten­ 
ing lies printed and distributed 
as a part of this campaign. They 
are even more frightening when 
you learn that some ministers 
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have had a part in such de­ 
ception, and even more terrify­ 
ing to us is that confrontation 
by the truth, the historical truth, 
fails to convince many who choose 
to believe anything that is passed 
out on a pamphlet. 
Such as the 
statement that t h e r e a re more 
Catholics in this nation than there 
are Protestants. 
The truth: 68 
million Protestants, 39 million 
Catholics. 
It is possible that the bigoted 
propaganda has been so obviously 
distorted that millions who other­ 
wise would have determined their 
vote on other issues will now 
support Senator Kennedy. Many, 
feeling that there is little choice 
between these two men, will be­ 
lieve that much can be accom­ 
plished toward forever burying 
the religious issue by electing 
a Catholic, and thus 
proving 
that the nation will not move its 
capital to Rome any more than 
has been the case with states 
with Catholic governors, of which 
we are one. 
Perhaps these distortions of 
the truth do not deserve the open 
air and the light of day. Perhaps 
they 
represent 
the last vain 
struggle against true religious 
freedom. 
But we are inclined 
to believe that a healthy bit of 
open debate could have cleared 
away much of the vague cloud 
that hangs over many eyes when 
it comes to religious under­ 
standing. 
One cannot help but hope that 
Americans will rise above this 
bigotry and elect the Democrat. 
But this, too, is a narrow ap­ 
proach and its base is no more 
than reaction to religious per­ 
version. 
Our true hope is that 
if they do elect Kennedy it will 
be because they ignore the re­ 
ligious issue and select him for 
his potentials as a leader of our 
nation. 
The same goes for the se­ 
lection of Vice President Nixon, 
but if he is chosen we never 
will know how much a part was 
played by the denominational rift. 
There is no doubt about one as­ 
pect of the outcome. No matter 
which man wins the analysts of 
the nation and the world will 
spend inches of column space 
telling you how it happened. 
Catholicism has been around 
for hundreds of years. 
It has 
played a major role in history, 
much of it gloriously, some of 
it tragically. 
But we must not 
lose sight of human frailties, 
and to blame a religion for its 
misuse by man is to say that 
no philosophy or faith is of any 
value because there have been 
people who have made the worst 
of it. 
We doubt if there is a church 
that has not been 
used for 
personal gain. We doubt if there 
is a denomination which hasbeen 
around long enough to be a part 
of history that has not suffered 
from the misconduct of a few 
associated with it. 
Let us not confuse what Christ 
taught and did with the perfor­ 
mance of those who have lacked 
a true faith or understanding and 
have distorted his teachings to 
accomplish their own ends. You 
need not look far in any church 
to find such people. 
It is not 
strange that history has included 
some who have used the church 
to attain power in public office. 
If you look real close and are 
honest about it you still will find 
them, right at home in Warren 
county, and perhaps within your 
own church, whichever one it may 
be.

CAMPAIGN BY CONTEXT 
Distortion and fog seem to be­ 
th e chief ingredients of the cur­ 
rent presidential campaign and 
we doubt if the air will be puri­ 
fied in the closing days ahead. 
The public is fed blurbs on an 
hourly basis by radio and tele­ 
vision until certain statements, 
such as “ he is a lia r'’, seem to 
predominate and the issues are 
lost. 
Where to place this blame per­ 
haps isn’t easy, but there is lit­ 
tle doubt that one very guilty 
group is composed of those who 
use wire service for brief news­ 
casts. Is it necessary to quote 
out of context in every news re­ 
port? It is not fair to the candi­ 
dates, nor to the voters. 


We suspect that this campaign 
at the present time is close 
enough to assure either man the 
election through his style or 
approach 
But these are out of 
their control, no thanks to the 
news media which insist on em­ 
phasizing phrases and colorful 
verbiage which are out of con­ 
text and do not provide a true 
picture of either man. 
We believe that if either candi­ 
date would keep himself above 
the name-calling that now is in 
progress the contrast would be 
so apparent that he would win. 
Much of the public is confused 
about the issues, which in many 
cases actually will be handled 
by either party as the times dic­ 
tate. Personality is very apt to 
play a major part in the decisions 
now to be made, but unless you 
are one of the fortunate few who 
have met both m oi, or have heard 
them in person, you have had 
little opportunity to gain a clear 
impression. 
The tv “ debates ” have not 
helped the voter in this respect 
to a great degree, though they may 
have provided a test that will 


satisfy many viewers, rightly or 
wrongly.They also have amounted 
to “ out of context” because of the 
brief periods allotted specific 
subjects. 
If subliminal advertising is a 
potent force, the radio and tv 
news programs that succinctly 
say little on the hour and often 
on the half-hour certainly have 
fogged this one up with color­ 
ful metaphors and blurbs. This 
distorted picture, religion, and 
party lines are apt to be the 
influences determining the out­ 
come November 8.

RECESSION WITH US? 
Nearly every publication that 
deals with the economic trend is 
today admitting that our economy 
is recessing. It has been slump­ 
ing since late summer. The Wall 
Street Journal has been dis­ 
cussing the lag consistently and 
this week the newsletter “ Im­ 
pact” distributed by the Warren 
Bank and Trust Company com­ 
ments on the production dip. 
Steel producers say their No­ 
vember level will be even lower 
than October’s which represents 
a drop from September. Steel 
wages, as “ settled” last Janu­ 
ary, will go up in December. 
Unless the car industry picks up, 
and that is difficult to do when 
less people are working, steel 
doesn’t see a bright future this 
winter. 
That 
unhappy 
combination 
could keep steel prices down, but 
we are skeptical. We will not 
be amazed if within the first 
six months of 1961 steel ups its 
price and blames it on wages, or 
the new administration if it is 
Democratic.

There are some really good 
ones we would like to hear dis­ 
cussed. Nixon says Kennedy’s 
program will cost $15 billion a 
year. We would like to have him 
itemize that. And we would enjoy 
Kennedy’s answer. We don’t mean 
a five-minute exchange and then 
off to another bit of statement 
and answer. We prefer a full­ 
blown debate in which both candi­ 
dates would itemize their ap­ 
proaches and their 
estimated 
cost. 


If Nixon has the experience 
he claims, he is in a better 
position than his opponent to know 
exactly what is needed and what 
the bill will be. We haven’t heard 
him budget his plans, but we 
have heard him budget his op­ 
position’s. The subject is big 
enough and vital enough to keep 
both gentlemen quite busy for 
a full hour of television time, and 
it won’t embarrass our diplo­ 
matic corps in the least. 


We know it is difficult to tell 
the public how much you intend 
to spend and where die dollar 
will be obtained, but it is about 
time we Americans became suffi­ 
ciently adult to recognize the dan­ 
ger which faces us and be pre­ 
pared to foot the bill.

WASHINGTON. — While most 
of organized labor is for Sen. 
John F. Kennedy and 
is per­ 
forming an important function in 
the registration drive and in get­ 
ting out the vote a segment, in­ 
cluding the largest union in the 
country, the Teamsters, is vio­ 
lently opposed to the Democartic 
candidate. 
James R. Hoffa, the president 
of that union with complete and 
total power over its member­ 
ship of more than a million and 
a half, has stopped short of en­ 
dorsing Vice-President Richard 
M. Nixon. 
But he is doing 
everything he can to defeat Ken­ 
nedy who challenged his power 
through the Senate committee 
investigating unfair labor prac­ 
tices for which the candidate’s 
brother, Robert, served as coun­ 
sel. 
In one of America’s largest 
cities the taxi driver, having first 
established that this reporter 
was not an agent either for the 
union or the taxi company, pas­ 
sed back to his fare a copy of 
the October issue of the Inter­ 
nation Teamster, the official ma­ 
gazine of the union published at 
the Teamsters’ handsome head­ 
quarters here. 
I’ll let you tear 
it, the driver said, if you tear 
my name of! the cover so no­ 
body can know that I gave it 
to you- 
"Can you beat it!” 
He was 
full of a wry, half-humorous 
indigation. "Four bucks a month, 
$48 a year, that’s what I pay 
in dues. 
And they put it into 
that kind of stuff." 
The October issue of the union* s 
official publication is devoted al­ 
most entirely to an attack on 
Kennedy, his brother Bobbie, and 
the Kennedy family. 
The lead­ 
off is an editorial signed by 
Hoffa headed, "Will you keep what 
you have fought for?" 
"lf there was ever any doubt 
about the ‘police-state mentality* 
of Jack Kennedy and his brother, 
Bobbie, ** the editorial begins, 
"those doubts were laid to rest 
in the first national debate be­ 
tween Kennedy and Nixon last 
month. 
"Speaking on major domestic 
issues facing our country, Ken­ 
nedy showed his deep-seated hat­ 
red for this union and his utter 
disregard when he blurted out: 
‘I’m not satisfied when I see men 
like Jimmy Hoffa, in charge of 
the largest union in the United 
States, still free . . . Kennedy’s 
‘police-state mentality* 
raises 
the image of Khrushchev, Hitler, 
Mussolini and others who took 
freedom away from those who 
dared to disagree.’* 
"What do you know about that?** 
the driver said. 
"But I’ll tell 
you something. 
There’s 55 day 
drivers in my garage and I took 
a poll of them the other day, me 
and another fellow. And you know 
how it came out? 
There’s 53 
for Kennedy and two for Nixon. 
"That’s right, that’s how it 
came out. And I’ll just bet you 
that if we took a poll of the night 
drivers, there’s about 45 or 50 
of them, it would come out the 
same way. 
So where does this 
stuff get you?’* 
Besides the signed editorial, 
there is a three-page attack on 
Bobbie Kennedy’s role in the 
conflict over the Board of Moni­ 
tors appointed after the McClel­ 
lan committee’s disclosures of 
the dictatorial way Hoffa ran his 
union and used union funds. The 
article charges t h a t Kennedy 
"rigged** the naming of Terrance 
McShane, a former FBI man who 
participated in the Department of 


Justice investigation into th e 
Teamsters, to be monitor chair­ 
man. 
"While Nixon’s record leaves 
much to be desired,** Hoffa is 
quoted as telling Teamster dele­ 
gates from 12 states at a regional 
meeting in Chicago, "at least he 
has never introduced legislation 
designed to destroy the American 
labor movement.’’ 
A lengthy article is devoted 
to "The face that Jack built," 
purporting to show from the rec­ 
ord that, contrary to the belief 
of many, the Democratic candi­ 
date is not a liberal in civil rights, 
labor or farm policy. And there 
is a dig at the Kennedy sisters 
who, it is suggested, loll about 
their respective swimming pools 
thinking up ways to put Hoffa 
in jail and destroy his union. 
But if one highly articulate 
member of Hoffa* s union proves 
anything it is that you can tell 
people how they should vote but 
there is no guarantee they will 
follow your advice when it hap­ 
pens to go against their own con­ 
victions. His company, the talka­ 
tive taxi driver said, forbids 
drivers to wear buttons or put 
signs on the cabs they drive. 
But he flipped over his lapel 
and on the under side was a 
Kennedy button. 
And he has a 
plan to come to the garage very 
early on the day before Election 
Day when nobody’s around and 
put a Kennedy sticker on every 
cab. 
Just the thought of this 
plot 
obviously 
gave 
him 
a 
chuckling satisfaction. 
Twenty years ago the great 
John L. Lewis undertook to tell 
his miners how to vote. There 
was no evidence in November 
that they followed his command. 
And it would seem that today 
the "union bosses" have rather 
less power than the extreme 
right ascribes to them.

James "Scotty" Reston is chief 
of the New York Times Wash­ 
ington bureau and writes three 
columns a week. 
He twice has 
been a Pulitzer Prize recipient, 
once for his coverage of the Dum­ 
barton Oaks Security Conference 
and again for distinguished Wash­ 
ington reporting. 
Harrison E. Salisbury, general 
reporter, has received a Pulit­ 
zer Prize for articles on Russia, 
and has written two books about 
that nation.

So far I have not met anyone 
who heard the fourth debate and 
is yearning to have a fifth. Mr. 
Kennedy, however, is pressing 
for 4 fifth, and Mr. Nixon, after 
explaining that he was too busy, 
is now in favor of a fifth, pro­ 
vided it is devoted exclusively 
to the subject of Castro. 
M r. Kennedy’s main reason for 
wanting another debate is that 
this is the best way he can meet 
some last minute surprise, some 
last minute “ crisis" which his 
opponents may bring off. 
Mr. 
Nixon’s reason is that he thinks 
he has found in Cuba a good talk­ 
ing point. 
On the whole, it is better, I 
would say, to have a fifth debate 
than not to have it. 
But to de­

set him up as the main issue to 
decide who should be President 
of the United States is beneath 
the dignity of this country. 


* * • 
Having said this, I must admit 
that I have not liked Mr. Ken­ 
nedy’s making so much of a cam­ 
paign issue of Cuba. 
Although 
he is right in criticizing the 
support which we gave to Batista, 
although he is sound in his c riti­ 
cism of our support of other Latin 
American dictators and of our 
general failure to support and 
sympathize with the progressive 
movements in Latin America, I 
do not think he is right when 
he talks as if there were any­ 
thing effective which this country 
can now do to get rid of Castro. 
The policy of the Administration 
since the fall of Batista has been, 
so I believe, about the best that 
was possible given all the c ir­ 
cumstances. 
However, until last week Mr. 
Kennedy was on a sound line when 
he attacked the general policy of 
the Administration in its rela­ 
tions with d i c t a t o r s , reaction­ 
aries, and progressives in Latin 
America. 
Then he made a m is­ 
take, which was to make it sound 
as if he were promising support 
to the Cuban enemies, barring 
the Batista men, of Castro. This 
was contrary to the letter and the 
spirit of our many treaties and 
pledges made to our American 
neighbors. 
Mr. Kennedy, who 
would, I believe, make much the 
better President, is not infallible 
He is human and it is human to 
e rr. 
Mr. Nixon’s show of righteous 
indignation is, however, false and 
insincere. What he is advocating 
is an “ economic and political 
quarantine’* of C astro's Cuba. 
This is false on two counts. In 
the first place what the Adminis­ 
tration is doing in Cuba is not, 
as Administration experts are at 
great pains to explain, a political 
and economic quarantine. 
If it 
were, it would be a m ajor vio­ 
lation of that very Inter-A m eri­ 
can Treaty w h i c h M r. Nixon 
quotes against M r. Kennedy. 


Moreover, what M r. Kennedy 
advocated looks towards doing in 
Cuba what the Administration, as 
all the world knows, did do in 
Guatemala. 
The only difference 
is thatM r. Kennedy very unwisely 
said what he would do about Cuba 
in the future, whereas the Eisen­ 
hower administration has been 
boasting about what it did do in 
the past in Guatemala. 
What 
this shows is that neither side 
seems to have learned the lesson, 
so flagrantly illustrated in the 
U-2 affair, that when a govern­ 
ment goes into the political black 
m arket it must keep its mouth 
shut. 
* * * 
The general doctrine, of which 
M r. Kennedy’s mistake is an ap­ 
plication, is in the old American 
tradition, which was s t r o n g l y 
enunciated by Woodrow Wilson, 
that the governments of our ad­ 
versaries should be overthrown. 
This was the doctrine which the 
late John Foster Dulles wrote 
into the Republican platform of 
1952. 
As a policy, it has not worked 
and has had to be abandoned. 
The worst thing about it is that 
it misleads our friends and sub­ 
jects them to dangers against 
which we are powerless to pro­ 
tect them. 


* * * 
A tragic example of this oc­ 
curred on Nov. 4, 1956, during 
the Hungarian uprising and the 
Russian invasion to suppress it. 
There was an emergency meeting 
of the Security Council that day, 
and M r. Henry Cabot Lodge was 
not only the American spokesman 
but, because Mr. Dulles had had 
to go to the hospital for an 
operation, was the head of the 
American delegation. 
Three hours after the Russian 
radio had announced the m ilitary 
attack on the uprising in Buda­ 
pest, Mr. Lodge said to the 
Security Council, “ We can truly 
say to the Hungarian people, 
‘By your heroic sacrifice you 
have given the United Nations a 
brief moment in which to mobil­ 
ize the conscience of the world

This promise of help was pre­ 
ceded by M r. Lodge’s saying, 
“ If ever there was a time when 
the action of the United Nations 
could literally be a m atter of 
life and death for a whole nation, 
this is that tim e...Shortly after 
midnight I requested a Sunday 
meeting of the Security Council 
to deal with this agony of the 
Hungarian people. Five minutes 
later the fact of this request was 
broadcast by Radio Budapest. 
That shows how quickly what we 
say and do here affects the people 
of Hungary in their struggle.** 
We all know now that what we 
did was nothing and that the 
promise of help was not fulfilled. 
It is a lesson in why a govern­ 
ment must never make prom ises 
which it cannot surely fulfill.

Peter Black is a black-haired, 
tart-tongued, tart-visaged indi­ 
vidual who could easily be m is­ 
taken for a critic which, as a 
matter of fact, is what he is. 
Black, who is in this country 
on a Ford Foundation traveling 
fellowship, is television critic 
for “ The London Daily M ail," 
one of the few newspapers in 
London (or anywhere else) which 
takes television seriously enough 
to criticize it. 
I asked him to give me a cap­ 
sule criticism of television in 
England and he replied approxi­ 
mately as follows: 
“ A lot of 
good work is being done in Eng­ 
land, especially in plays. They 
do quite a lot of good original 
drama with a good many high 
quality adaptations. 
But, I’m 
afraid there is also a good deal 
of Grade II drama also. Socio­ 
logical soap opera, I call it. 
There's a serial called "Emer­ 
gency Ward IO’ which is a de­ 
gree or two better than plain 
soap opera.*’ 
(I*ve seen this 
one and its chief improvement 
over our soap opera is die superb 
diction of the nurses who can say: 
“ Are you feeling bettah?" with 
overwhelming self-assurance.) 
"Most of the time, die common 
ground turns away from quality 
rather than toward it In prime 
evening time there is the same 
unwillingness to experiment that 
I find here. Always be safe and 
cautious and give the people what 
they want. That’s the watchword. 
If you give die people what they 
want, then you will always be 
behind them. What worries me 
most is the general lack of humil­ 
ity among die top people in com­ 
mercial television in England. 
"Really, it’s rather terrifying 
to have that much complacency 
founded on not much solid a- 
chievement. 
They are rather 
like fish and chip salesmen who 
have made fortunes because a lot 
of people are willing to pay four 
and six for a packet of fish 
and chips worth only four shil­ 
lings . Television producers walk 
around acting like a combination 
of Barnum and Bailey, C.B. Coch­ 
ran, and Florenz Ziegfeld rolled

into one when all they’ve done is 
put ‘Wagon Train’ in the top ten. 
I must smile a wry smile. 
“ It’s curious that American 
producers are not in favor of 
more government control. 
I’ve 
met a lot of courageous American 
producers—people like I rvi ng 
Gitlin, for example—who feel 
there is less challenge in great­ 
er control. 
But does a butcher 
have the right to poison me by 
selling me rotten meat just be­ 
cause I can't tell the difference 
between good meat and rotten 
meat? 
Has television the right 
to debilitate the minds of people 
whose tastes are not yet formed? 
People are not bom with a taste 
for Bernard Shaw. That must be 
acquired." 


* * * 
I asked Mr. Black to compare 
run-of-the-mill television in my 
country andhis. "Americantele­ 
vision is better than ours,*’ he 
said promptly, “ for one simple 
reason. At least you make your 
own rubbish. 
You don’t just 
buy it. British television is be­ 
coming television by checkbook. 
That’s really rock-bottom. 
"Sometimes in England—and 
I'm sure it happens here—people 
in the industry come to the con­ 
clusion that the critic must have 
a personal grudge against die 
producer of the show or an execu­ 
tive at the network. It’s incon­ 
ceivable to these people that 
you are just saying what you think. 
That's what I mean by lack of 
humility. 
"The Give the People What 
They Want school of television 
is very smug. 
It’s true that 
people accept awful rubbish but 
to say they want it is something 
else again. 
Even if they did 
want it, it's not an admirable 
point of view. 
The industry 
shouldn’t a c c e p t this. 
They 
should do something about it. 
"However, except for its light 
entertainment and its American 
rubbish, B r i t i s h television is 
pretty good. 
You see, we at 
least have the BBC and it still 
has a wonderful freedom to do 
what it wants. That freedom has 
actually been given an edge of 
competition by commercial tele­ 
vision. Because of commercial 
television, the BBC has improved 
its quality. 
It’s less stuffy and 
patronizing, particularly in ttye 
handling of news. On the whole, 
British television is not as in­ 
ventive as American television. 
There is nothing like Jack Paar 
over there.”

The broken bottles that I tramped 
upon clawed at my heavily-booted 
feet. A musty stench greeted me, 
and I paused again to lookacross 
the valley at the mosaic of color 
that shaded a hillside that was 
free of roads and man's litter.

day's meals. The evening paper 
was used each time to wrap the 
accumulation of garbage. 
But 
wrapping it carefully in a news­ 
paper, so that it presented a neat 
flat package, was not enough. 
She had tied each of them tightly 
with string before she had stuf­ 
fed them into the bag. 
I rea­ 
soned that she was also a string 
saver. 
By the end of the week die 
bag was full. 
It must be gotten 
rid of. 
The long awaited ride 
through the forest to see the 
autumn coloring could now serve 
a dual purpose. She could drink 
in the beauty of the forest, and 
at the same time get rid of the 
week’s garbage. With the paper 
bag stowed away on the floor 
board of the car she and her 
husband had circled the valleys 
enjoying the free show that Nature 
had put on for all who appreci­ 
ate beauty. Then they had come 
to a wide place in the road above 
Tionesta Creek where a yellow 
sign warned of the growing danger 
of fire in the woods. They had 
lingered only long enough for 
the woman, who was a paragon 
of neatness in her home, to flip 
the bag full of garbage over the 
bank. 
As I returned to my car I 
thought of the fire prevention sign 
beside the road. 
So fire con­ 
scious has the public become in 
recent years that this great de­ 
stroyer of natural resources is 
now held within acceptable bounds 
on the Allegheny National Forest. 
But what of this other threat — 
the destruction of scenic values 
by the careless, the miserly and 
the filthy? 
Laws have been enacted to pre­ 
vent dumping along highways and 
streams. They provide for heavy 
fines upon conviction. Similar 
laws are on the statute books to 
help prevent man-caused fires in 
the forest, and to punish those 
who set them. 
Why then is the incidence of 
man-caused fires down on the 
Allegheny National Forest while 
the fouling of the landscape con­ 
tinues to increase? 
There is 
nothing spectacular about an un­ 
authorized garbage dump. 
It 
throws up no warning s m o k e 
column, but it can be just as 
destructive of land values as fire. 
If the Allegheny National For­ 
est and the surrounding wooded 
country that borders the site of 
the Allegheny Reservoir are to 
become part of a new American 
vacationland the “ litterbug” will 
have to be drastically curbed.He 
can no longer be permitted to use 
the landscape as a vast rug to 
sweep his trash under.
